‘ SUNDAY CLOSING. 


Stringent Regulations Adopted by the Chi- 
cago City Council. —

CHICAGO, June 12.—The Sunday-closing 

ordinance was passed by the City Council 
last night. It received 43 votes for to only. 
13 against it. The essential provisions are 
contained in sections’ 1 and 2 of the ordi- 
nance, which are as follows: 
_ “No firm, company or corporation, either 
as principal, agent, officer, employee, clerk, 
servant or workman, shall keep. open, for 
business. within the city of Chicago any 
stores or places for the purpose of selling 
or ‘exposing for sale, ‘dny clothes, dry 
goods, hats, caps, furnishing goods, jew- 
elry, boots, shoes, hardware, meats or gro- 
ceries, or any one or more of said articles, 
on the first day of the week, commonly 
called Sunday. 

“This ordinance. shall be held to prevent 
the opening of the stores for the sale and 
delivery of meats and groceries on Sun- 
day up/to the hour of 10 o’clock in, the 
| forenoon — of each day during the months 
of June, July, August and September of 
each year. Barber shops are required to 
be closed at i0.o’clock Sunday morning. 
The penalty for violating any provisions of 
| the ordinance is a fine of from $50 to $100.”

SILVER DOLLARS. 


| Senator Squire Organizes a Bill to Worry 
the Goldbugs. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Senator Squire 
of Washington today introduced a bill for 
the free coinage of silver. It provides that 
the owner of silver bullion may deposit at 
, the mints, receiving in payment standard 
silver dollars, equal to the value of the 
bullion, on the day of deposit, the dif- 
ference to be retained by the government 
_ as seigniorage, as a reserve fund, and used 
' by the Secretary of the Treasury in main- 
taining the parity of silver dollars. 
> The coinage of silver dollars shall not 
exceed $4,000,000 each month. When the 
aggregate amount of money in the country 
reaches $40 per capita, further silver coin- 
age shall be discontinued, and shall be 
resumed when it falls below that figure. 
Provision is made for coining silver half 
~ dollars of the present size, and maintaining 
>» their parity in the same manner as other 
Silver. They ara also made legal tender.

RIVERSIDE ORANGE-GROWERS. 


Good Showing Made by the Association in 


the Past Season. 


‘ RIVERSIDE, June 12. — The -orango- 
growers of this city held a mass-meeting 
today for the purpose of listening to the 
reports of officers of the frtit exchange 
and to discuss the advisability of continu- 
ing the present organization. The meet- 
ing was largely attended and great enthu- 
siasm prevailed. H. K. Pratt, Eastern 
agent for the exchange, was present and 
gave a detailed statement of his work dur- 
ing the past season, which proved satisfac- 
tory to the growers. Several leading grow- 
ers made speeches urging all growers 
to stand by the combination as the best 
means of protecting their interests. 

W. A. Perry, general manager of the 
exchange, submitted a detailed report of 
the work of the exchange for the season 
just closed. The report’ showed that 1313 
carloads of oranges have been shipped for 
the season to date, and about 40 carloads 
still remain to be shipped. There have 
been $336,000 paid to growers and the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of 175 carloads are yet to 
be distributed, estimated at $46,000. The 
exchange expects to finish shipping in ten 
days. The cost of maintaining the ex- 
change has been. about $40,000. 

Before the meeting adjourned large 
numbers of growers signed a new agree- 
ment with the exchange. It is expected 
that all growers will sign as. experience 
has demonstrated to growers that the or- 
ganization is best for their interests.

and was defeated by a strict party vote.

A BIG DRAW.

The Financial €inesse Helps Him 
Out of a Hole Temporarily—What 

_ Gen. Tracy is Willing to 


Concede.

NEW YORK, June 12.—In Erastus Wi- 
man’s trial today Asst. Dist-Atty. Well- 
man. related that Wiman. went to Book- 
keeper Wheeler of-R. G. Dun & Co., and 
asked him for a check for $50,000, payable 
to E. W. Bullinger. Bullinger never got 
the check, but Wiman deposited it in his 
own bank 4s a private account. Wellman 
said he could show that Wiman knew Bul- 
linger’s signature was forged. 

Gen. Tracy interrupted, ‘‘We concede 
that Wiman wrote the name of Bullin- 
ger on the back of the check and depos- 
ited it to his own account. Commercial 
law justified him in so doing.” 

Wellman then went on to explain what 
object Wiman had in obtaining such a 
comparatively small amount as $5000 by 
forgery, when he was receiving fram R. 
G. Dun & Co. $75,000 a year. It*was_be- 
cause, said Mr. Wellman, he was at that 
time in arrears to R. G. Dun & Co. to the 
extent of $187,000. Not that the books. of 
the business showed this, this was only 
shown by the investigation of the books 
for several years back. Then it was 
learned that during these years Wiman 
had been in the habit of coming to the’ 
office before any one else, taking checks 
which arrived by mail, indorsing them 
and putting them in the bank to his per- 
sonal account. When, at the close of a 
year the bookkeeper told him he could 
not make the accounts of the business bal- 
ance by $135,000, Wiman gave his per- 
sonal check for that amount on a bank 
where he had money and teld him not to 
use it until he (Wiman) told him to do 
s0, and thus it was for fcurteen months 
that Wiman’s worthless checks covered 
on the books his shortage of $135,000. 

The first witness was James Harral, 
cashier for Dun & Co. He identified the 
check in question and said that he, under 
the order of Wiman, who had come to him 
and said they must owe Bullinger some 
money and that he had better draw a 
check for $5000, which he did. He also 
identified the signature on the back of 
the Bullinger check as that of Wiman. On 
cross-examination Gen. Tracy tried to show 
that Wiman had been in’ the habit of 


drawing neafly. all the checks - for the 


concern. 

The next witness was Edward W. Bul- 
linger, the publisher of a railway guide. 
Bullinger said all his’ business relations 
with R. G. Dun & Co. had been done 
through Wiman. At the period under con- 
sideration’ Bullinger said the firm of R. 
G. Dun & Co. owed him $150,000. Well- 
man handed Bullinger the $5000 check 
and asked if the signature was his. Wit- 
ness said it was not; that the writing was 
not at all like his own hand. In answer 
to Wellman’s question the witness said 
he had never authorized Wiman to use 
his name on any instrument. 

Augustus H. Wheeler, a public account- 
ant, said that for seven gears prior to 
February, 1893, he had been book-keeper 
for R. G. Dun & Co. Wellman wanted to 
know how Wiman’s account with Dun & 
Co. had stood on Pecember 31, 1891. The 
witness said there was a balance of 
$2886.82 due Mr. Wiman. This balan¢e was 
not found, however; until after Wiman had 
handed the witness his check for $135,000. 
_This_ check, Wiman. told. the..witness...to. 
hold until he (Wiman) told him to — 
it. To the witness’s knowledge 
éheck had never been deposited. ‘Wwiman 
was int the firm’s debt to the extent 
$24,290.54. At this time the $135,000 check 
was still in the witness’s posséssion. 
Witness had never told any one about the 
check. 

Gen. Tracy brought out the fact that 
the $135,000 check had been entered on 
the books. The whole transaction, he 
said, was perfectly open and was above 
board. Any one could have seen the whole 
thing by looking over the books. There. 
had been absolutely no attempt at con- 
cealment. 

The witness said Mr. Dun never looked 
at the books and Mr. Wiman always 
transacted all the business of the firm. 

“Wellman asked witness about his sal- 
ary, with a view to showing that Wiman 
had increased it from $2000 to $4000. Gen. 
Tracy objected and was sustained. The 
witness, however, stated that he was al- 
ways under the impression it was the 
firm which had given him the increase of 
salary. 

Edward Green, an expert accountant em- 
ployed by R. G. Dun & Co., testified that 
on March 1, 1892, he started to make an 
examination of the books of the company.

oWitness said that according to the books

ILLEGAL ARMIES, | 


The New York Journal of Commerce 
makes a good point when it declares that 
the unauthorized use of the word army 
with its military titles should be prohib- | 
ited by law. As the Journal of Commerce 
says, a ship which purports to be a ship 
of war, but is not in the service of any 
government is a pirate. Men who call 
themselves an ‘‘army,” but are under the 
orders of no government, may be a mob 
or an insurrection; they are certainly an 
extra-legal force, and should at once be 
declared a  contra-legal body, and dis- 
persed-or locked up. . | 

Several years ago, when the avowed An- 
archists of Chicago organized a military 
company the Legislature of Illinois. de- 
.Clared such organizations illegal and pro- 
hibited their public appearance. The An- 
archists claimed that this law was a vio- 
lation of the constitutional guarantee ot 
the right to bear arms, but the Supreme 
Court of the United States affirmed: the 
constitutionality of the law, and the parade 
of armed Anarchists through the. streets 
of Chicago stopped. People who are fol- 
lowing Coxey and Kelly and Frye have not 
taken arms, but to do that is a very short 
step from what they have done, if an 
army has a right to bear weapons; and 
members of these self-styled armies are 
already carrying concealed arms and using 
thinly-disguised threats of violence as the 
Means of getting food and transportation.

Owing to the fact that the ope hun- 
dred and seventy odd members of the 
“army” occupied every foot of available 
space in that part of the courtroom 
usually set apart for spectators, it was.

together, and, much to. their chagrin, .a 
large crowd of the sympathizers of the

Pridham Outlines Its Aims

The meeting was opened by the Acme 
Quartette, composed of Messrs. J. T. New- 
kirk, Zinnamon,. Jeffries and Chipron, 
singing “I Love My Love,” after which 
William Pridham, president of the asso- 
ciation, ‘made a few introductory rémarks 
and then. read an interesting paper, urg- 
ing the public to lend it aid and sympathy 
in helping the organization. He said that 
he. had_ sometimes felt, that perhaps the 
wotk proposed. to be performed by this 
organization may be open to criticism 
upon the ground that it is what might be 
called “‘machine” charity—an arrangement 
by which the public, upon payment of 
&@ moderate gum, is relieved of all respon- 
sibility of the care of the 4 | 

But not so—the true idea is to draw 
around the poor, miserable and neglected 
a circle of sympathy, intelligent thought 
and resolute will that will unite in a com- 
mon effort to strengthen that ‘which is 
weak and uplift that which is fallen. 

The name ‘‘Associated Charities” is 
used as it attempts to organize into a work- 
ing body the variotis existing charitable 
agencies in our eity without absorbing 
the identity of any. Every one knows what 
good results may be obtained by perfect or- 
ganization. 

The principles and objects of the asso- 
. Clation may be briefly stated as follows: 
“The> prevention .of indiscriminate and 
duplicate giving; the prevention of impo- 
sition; the reduction of vagrancy and 
pauperism; the procuring of immediate 
and adequate temporary relief for the 
worthy and needy ones in this city. _But 
it should ‘be clearly understood that- this 
does ‘not anticipate the permanent sup- 

of any applicant, nor the itinerant 

chief effort is to avoid work, for 

it will be acknowledged that, no institu- 

tion, however strong, financially, could 

long’ survive such a tax upon its re- 
sources.”’ ‘ 

The general methods, by which the as- 
sociation reeks to effect its objects and 
carry out. its principles, are: 

“Co-operation of existing agencies and 
societies; districting the city and the 
formation -of district or ward councils 
for the thorough investigation of the 
poverty in ‘those districts’ and of the 


history, character condition of each 
applicant. From all these a certain num- 4 


ber of pérsons ate chosen annually as a 
. Central council to consider questions of 
principle and method.”’ 

It?s in the central office of the asso- 


ciation and under the “immediate control 
of ‘the secretary that the general regis- } 


ter is kept, as also the names of all per- 
sons: applying ‘for or receiving aid either 
frém’ thé association or any”of the varios 
charitable’ sociéties’ of the city, or by 
private charity, so far as they can be as- 
certained. Such a record reveals: 

Fipst, according to its completeness, the 
extent of relief given to the poor of the 
city. 

Second, the overlapping in relief of any 
individual from more than one source. 

The information thus gathered is con+ 
fidential, save to those who are entitled 
to know; the results are for the protection 
of that large class of citizens who have 
heretofore done charity work without in- 
vestigation, but for all other purposes it

Another advantage. of such a registration 
may be understood upon investigating the 
exchanges of information between relief 
agencies and associated charities in other 
cities and this association. vi 

The information thus recorded in the 
central office is added to by reports from 
all co-operating societies. or ward coun- 
cils, thus’grouping together existing asso- 
ciations for mutual information, protec- 
tion and concert of action. 

The central office of the association is at 
rooms No. 11’and 12, County Courthouse, 
which the Supervisors have very gener- 
ously given the use of free to the asso- 
ciation, and where the secretary and at 
least one of the ladies of the executive 
board may be found from 10 a.m. to 4 p. 
m., daily, Sundays and legal holidays ex- 
eepted; here also those interested in this 
work are cordially invited to call. and 
personally examine the methods and work 
of the association.. It is hoped that this 
invitation will be generally accepted as 
the association wishes its work to bear 
the indorsement ‘public approval 
that the assistance rendered has been 
worthily bestowed, and that no elective 
officer of the corporation is the recipient 
of remuneration for services rendered other 
than the consciousness of having, so far 
as lay in his ‘power, complied with the 
divine injunction embodied in the golden

Mrs. Comstock Scores the 
Arizona Detective. 


The ‘Ferret of the Sierras” Was

The Trial of the Roscoe Suspects Nearing

If what Mrs. John Comstock says is true 
Detective Brighton played an ungrate- 
ful part in his relations with the suspects 
while hunting up evidence in the Roscoe 
robbery.case. 

There was something pitiful about the 
story of poverty and want told by Mrs. 
Comstock on the witness stand yester- 
day. The facts as to what a meager ex- 
istence her family managed to eke out 
were furnished by the woman only in re- 
sponse to. direct. questions, for it was 
‘plain that she had no idea of creating 
sympathy by the recital. All along 
Brighton, while pretending to be a friend 
| of the Comstocks had eaten of their hard- 
earned bread and filled himself at their 
expense many times. In reality he was 
working for a clew by which to fasten 
the crime of the robbery upon the defend- 
ants. Even after he had procured Com- 
stock’s arrest he went to the latter’s wife 
and urged his friendship again and took 


‘to the household, while he was making his 
plea. True, afterwards, he threw. Mrs. 
Comstock $2. to buy .groceries with, but 
that was all the solace he*left her for the 
injury. In order to keep her children from 
starving the woman was obliged to haul 
wood to town and peddle it about the 
streets. Since the trial has been in prog- 
ress Mrs. Comstock has been camping out 
on the vacant lot adjoining: Naud’s ware- 
house, sleeping and cooking out on the 
Hence, there seems to be good ground for 
the opinion that if the defendants got any 
Mexican money from the Southern Pa-.

In the re- 
view of the evidence of the defense a num- 
ber of strong features are noticeable which 
promise to do much toward throwing the 
balance on. the, side of uittal. Wit- 
nesses for the people testified that the 
tracks Ipft by the robbers’ horses were 
peculiar. They were large in size and 
shaped in a very singular manner. Then 
Negro Belt claimed that he saw Comstock 
exhibit some Mexican coins, and Brighton 
said he obtained an almost positive ad- 
mission of guilt, from Gomstock. Since the 
defense began to put in testimony it has 
been shown that all of the horses owned 
by the defendants were small and that 
they, therefore, had small hoofs; Belt, 
‘the intelligent negro, has been given a 
bad reputation, and 
remains in doubt. 
THE EVIDENCE. 
Yesterday a number of witnesses were 
examined for the defense, principal among 
which was Mrs, Comstock, who. told her 
story in a straightforward, decisive way. 
Antonio Lopez; a. wood-chopper, said 


| that on the morning of February 16 he saw

Witness identified an old, 
white hat shown him as one which he. had 
seen one of the Comstock children wear. 

Deputy Constable de la Monte testified 
‘that he had-gohe tothe Tejunga Canyon 
elt, at one time, and, together the 
two had dug around in an old mine in the 
hope of -urearthing some Mexican. coin. 

John W. Austin, who had lived in the 
Tejunga Canyon up to and during the 
month of October of last year, recognized 
the powder and caps exhibited. The 
powder had been stored away at Com- 
stock’s many months ago. 

J. H. Maags, section foreman of the 
Southern Pacific Company, stationed at 
Burbank, testified that he had visifed the 
scene of the robbery on the morning after 
the occurrence, He, had examired the 
tracks left by the horses of the robbers.

Parties going to San Francisco 
will be required to go together, but their 
tickets. will be honored cn all out-going 
trains for a period of ten days after their 
issue. 


MORE RATE-CUTTING. 

CHICAGO, June 10.—The  excutfsion 
agreement of the Western Passenger As- 
sociation was given a staggering blow to-= 
day by the news from St. Louis that the 
Alton was making a rate of $20 for the 
round trip between St. Louis and Denver, 
for the convention of the Homoeopathy So- 
ciety-—a cut of $2.50 from the Tregularty- 
authorized rate. The Missouri Pacific at 
once put on the $20 rate, on hearing that 
the Alton had cut under the tariff, and 
the Atchison lost no time in following 
suit. The other Denver lines also joined 
in without loss of time. General Passen- 
ger Agent Chariton of the Alton denied 
emphatically that the rates were being 
cut by the Alton, but the St. Louis agents 
of the other lines were positive and unan- 
imous in their charges against the Alton. 
Chairman Caldwell is still hopeful that he 
will be able to keep the trouble in bounds, 
but the prospects are not bright.

SIOUX CITY (lowa,) June 12.—Articles 
of incorporation of the Harlan, Sioux City 
and Northern Railway have been filed in 
Shelby county, Iowa.
